Cong Unleashes Extensive 


Round of Terror Attacks 


SAIGON,

(AP) — The Viet Cong cut loose

der area. The U.S. command 
announced 
resumption of air 
attacks on the eastern end of 
the demilitarized zone. 
In five grenade, mine and 
shooting attacks, terrorists took 
at least eight lives and wounded 
62 persons, including five U.S. 
servicemen. 
In one attack, mines derailed 
a train. In another, a grenade in

wounded 51 Vietnamese. 
The U.S. air bombardment of 
North Viet Nam was sharply 
reduced Monday for the third 
straight day by monsoon rain­ 
storms. But U.S. headquarters 
reported nine bombing missions 
«gainst Communist positions m 
the demilitarized zone, includ­ 
ing one againt a storage area 
on the eastern end of the zone. 
This was the first U.S. strike 
east of Highway One since the 
American command last Friday 
said it might end the bombing 
pause it had called in the east­ 
ern sector two weeks before. 
U.S. B52 bombers staged two 
raids in South Viet Nam Mon­ 
day night. The giant planes re­ 
turned for a third day to bomb 
suspected 
North 
Vietnamese 
troop concentrations in the cen­ 
tral highlands 35 miles south- 
west of Kontum City. Other 
eight-engine bombers hit at a 


suspected Viet Cong headquar­ 
ters and troop concentration 70 
miles northwest of Saigon, near 
the Cambodian frontier. 
Ground fighting continued on 
a small scale, with only scat­ 
tered engagements reported. 
The largest of the terror at­ 
tacks was a grenade thrown into 
a movie theater in Quang Tri 
City, provincial capital of South 
Viet Nam’s northernmost prov 
ince. Vietnamese headquarters 
reported

killed and 45 wounded. 
Terrorists mined a train this 
morning 31 miles northeast of 
Saigon, derailing the locomotive

The terrorists escaped. 
The weather limited Ameri 
can air blows against North Viet 
Nam Monday to 85 bombing 
missions, a little more than half 
the daily average in recent 
week.

U.S, pilots flew 469 sorties over 
South Viet Nam Monday and 
claimed damage or destruction 
of 466 Viet Cong huts, storage 
areas, camps and fortified posi 
tions. South Vietnamese pilots 
flew 156 sorties. 


CLEVELAND (AP) — State 
Sen. Frazier Reams Jr., Demo­ 
cratic candidate for governor, 
told a news conference today 
that he has a nine-point plan for 
highway safety in Ohio. 
“Ohio is headed for the high­ 
est yearly traffic toll in its his­ 
tory," Reams said, “ while the 
man who should be leading the 
campaign for safety on our high­ 
ways does nothing. 
“ It is possible to make our 
lighways and rural roads safe 
tor the people of Ohio. Safety 
engineers know that a dedicated 
campaign of education, engineer 
ing and enforcement can cut the 
accident rate dramatically. But 
in the last three and one-half 
years, there has been no serious 
effort dedicated to that end. 
“ The result is that we have 
had steadily rising death rates, 
and Ohio last year moved from 
5th place in the nation to 4th in 
traffic fatalities.

Reams told newsmen he pro­ 
posed a nine-point program for 
traffic safety.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Official Weather Bureau sum­ 
mary of Ohio’s weather:

Previous word was that the 
remains would be moved about 
40 feet to a new location some­ 
time within five weeks after 
darkness has settled on the hills 
of Arlington National Cemetery. 
Tha indicated that the reburi­ 
al would take place by Nov. 22 
the third unniversary of the 
young president’s assassination. 
However the office of

chief of engineers said in 
a 
statement today: 
“The final landscape design 
proposal for the gravesite area 
is being developed by the land­ 
scape architect. As we have ex 
plained the gravesite will not 
be 
completed 
formally 
until 
next spring. 
“The transfer of the graves is 
related to the planting and ap 
propriate hillside grading. No 
transfer there fore is anticipated 
this year.” 
The reburial is expected to 
take place at night after the 
cemetery has closed to insure 
privacy. 
Kennedy’s body and those of 
his two children who died in in­ 
fancy, Patrick Bouvier Kennedy 
and baby girl Kennedy, will 
be moved to a permanent grave 
site now nearing completion. 
The prime consideration 
in 
relocating the late presidents 
grave was to place it in a direct 
axis 
line 
with 
the Lincoln 
Memorial and the Washington 
Monument across the Potomac 
River in the nations capital. 
Work on the $2-million grave 
site began about a year ago in 
an area adjacent to the three 
grass-covered graves which are 
surrounded by a low7, white 
picket fence. 
Millions have visited Kenne- 
dys temporary grave, where an 
eternal flame has flickered day 
and night since his burial. 
The flame will be included in 
the permanent g r a v e site, 
marble and granite memorial 
with a circular walkway 210 feet 
in diameter.

Minister's Death

An unexplained layover here 
Monday ended in the bludgeon 
slaying of the former executive 
director of the National Council 
of Church's Commission on Re 
ligion and Race at a time Spike 
originally had planned to be 
back in Chicago teaching divin­ 
ity studenta. 
Dr. Spike, 42, a ministry pro­ 
fessor at the University of Chi­ 
cago, had said he would take an 
early morning flight back after 
delivering Sunday's dedication 
speech for the United Christian 
Center a half-block from the 
Ohio State University campus.

The body, clad only tn a green 
raincoat, was found by a cus­ 
todian about 1:90 p.m. b a 
guest room of the building he 
had helped dedicate.

For years great efforts have 
been made to protect the bald eagle 
from human killers The federal law 
protecting him inflicts a heavy fine on 


ft destroyer. One theory for the appar­ 
ent increase in sterility is that insecti­ 
cides are to blame. 
Nobody has ever offered a convinc­ 
ing explanation as to why the passen­ 
ger pigeon vanished suddenly. In past 
eons it’s true that many species of life 
died out. Many did so where climates 
changed radically, but is that the 
whole answer? 
It isn’t the ornithologists and bird 
watchers aicne who can feel concern 
at the story of the eagles. If there are 
indeed new factors Inducing sterility 
in one species, it is not beyond imag­ 
ination that they might induce it in oth­ 
er species — including the mammal 
man.

New Theory 


Is Advanced 
On Tornadoes 


Projectiles Would 
Be Fired into 
Storm Cloud Mass 


NORMAN, Okla. (AP)-Stop 
ping tornadoes by electrocution 
is proposed by a scientist who 
does it with laboratory models. 
The theory — untested yet on 
a real tornado — calls for a can­ 
non to fire many wire-wound 
projectiles 
into

and neutralize the electric field

Civilian Anguish Is Part of War'

QUI NHON, South Viet Nam 
(AP)—"This is harsh but this is 
war.” said the spokesman for a 
division of the 4,500 Korean 
troops in Viet Nam. 
"We recognize that this is a 
pity for the civilians who are 
not Viet Cong—that they must 
suffer.” 
In six days, the soldiers of 
Korea’s 
Tiger 
Division 
had 
brought 3,500 refugees out of the 
rugged, cave-dotted Phu Cat 
Mountains 270 miles northeast 
of Saigon. 
It was part of a pacification 
program that goes farther than 
various plans used by American 
commanders. 
The refugees from war—old 
man, women carrying babies, 
frightened children — marched 
down winding trails toward the 
valley floor. 
The refugees were taken to 
collection points. There they 
received food and blankets. 
The refugees are moved from 
the collection points by foot, 
truck, helicopter or boat to the 
rear to await shipment or reset­ 


tlement camps established by 
the 
Vietnamese 
government. 
The refugees from the mountain 
area of 60 square miles exceed 
the facilities available. It proba­ 
bly will be weeks before many 
of them will be placed in camps 
to await the conclusion of Phu 
Cat Mountain fighting between 
the Koreans and the Viet Cong. 
Then, those who have been 
classified as loyal to the govern­ 
ment will be permitted to return 
to their homes. 
The forced resettlement of all 
civilians in such a large area is 
the Tiger Division’s solution to 
the problem of separating civil­ 
ian noncombatants from guer­ 
rillas. 
The division spokesman said:
